ILLEGALITY AND 
CONSTITUTION ALISM. 


‘Tur case of Ng Ab-dau to which 
recent attention has been drawn is 
likely to raise other and more 
serious issues than that of the illegal 
arrest of a Chinese subject within 
Settlement limits. It has aspects 
which are of the deepest interest to 
all those who are concerned in tho 
problem of reform in China and it 
is of the very last importance to 
Young China, Hero we have the 
vase against Chinese officialdom in 
general put ina nutshell, and it is 
impossible in any discussion of 
China’s future to evade the issues 
which the present condition of 
officinldom in the Empire presonts. 
‘Thero are, doubtless, many Chinese 
whose sense of injury at foreign 
aggression in their country leads 
them to a passing approval of any 
act such as this referred to, wherein 
the Shanghsi Taotai or any of his 
district officials seem to dofy the 
legal rightsheld by foreigners in this 
place. Te tho thoughtfal among the 


reformers in China will, however, 
stay to think these things through, 
they cannot fail to realize that any 
tomporary triumph obtained at 
foreign expense, dueto the pursuance 
ofa 


licy of pinpricking, considera- 
rms their cause. Constita- 
and the abolition of extra- 
lity can never be advanced 
and are certainly hindered by all 
such shortsighted actions. 

It is not needful to dwell at 
length upon the deliberate breach 
of treaty obligations which is 
evidenced in the case under review. 
‘That concerns diplomati: nd the 
Shanghai foreign authorities and 
will, doubtless, receive due atten- 
tion. Behind this, and of very 
serious import to the programme of 
reform in China lies the fact of the 
‘express disobedience on the pert of| 

officials concerned of the 
Imperial Edicts relating to certain 
forms of punishment in yaméns, a 
disobedience in the defence of 
which no argument is urged. It 
sooms to be taken for granted that, 
where it happens to suit their 
immediate purpose the officials of 
China have a perfect right to ignore 
the stated law of the land. Now 
no constitution is worth the paper 
upon which it is written which 
does not find its basis in the liberty 












lof the subject, and we would assert 
for the consideration of the constitu- 
tionalists of China that, so long as 
Chinese officials are themselves 
notorious law-breakers, there can 
be no fossible assurance of constitu- 
tional government in China, what- 
‘soever may bedone in Peking. Nore- 
form, indeed, can be entirely assured 
to China so long as her official life 
stands where it does to-day, for no 
individual who is without frionds at 
Court is really secured from extor- 
tion and illegal punishment up to 
the very point of torture. Much 
progress has, undoubtedly, been 
made in recent times and there are 
not lacking signs of an improve- 
ment in the administration in many 
places ; but so long as i i 
for officials to remain the arch law- 
breakers of China and to cover over 
their traces by raising tho dast of an 
anti-foreign expression of opinion, 
then trae reform may wait i 
finitely. In a word, the only policy 
for Young China to pursno in such 
‘a case as this is that of the sapport 
of the law. IE they fail to do so, 
there will soon follow the entire 
suppression of their public press, 
which the official ntind cannot love, 
and a speedy return to all tho 
shortcomings of an unreformed 
official administration. Policy and 
patriotism as well as enlightenment 
call for the condemmation of official 
maladministration, whether it be 
aimed at foreign prestige or at 
national reform. Foreign interest 
‘and the cause of reform are in this 
‘case, as in so many others, found at 
one. 

Up to the present, however, 
there is no indication that this 
aspect of the Ng Ab-dan caso has 
appealed to the intelligence and 
national ideals of Young China. 
Here we are brought sharply up 
against the total absence of organi- 
zation among the reformers and 
their unwillingness to undergo 
quiet and systematic preparation 
for the task that they have set 
themselves. Even a parliament 
may be as reactionary as the most 
ignorant Manchu official, and the 
grant of constitutional government 
may leave progressives as discon- 
tented as they are at present with 
their position, if they are not prepared 
to lead the people’s representatives 
witha clearly defined policy based on 
sound principles. The advantages 
of a press propaganda would appear 
to have been appreciated more fully 
y officials themselves than by 

‘oung China, for the largest section 
of Chinese newspapers is “under 
official or foreign inflaence. Where 
the latter predominates Young 








China may think to-day that its in- 
terests are being served by the 
judicious poisoning of the popular 


U 


mind against this or that Power ; 
but a press of this nature is not 
calculated to advance the national 
weal by preparing tho people for 
constitutional responsibilities. -On 
the other hand the official press 
constitutes a menace to Young 
Chinese interests, if it has to sup+ 
port the actions of a class that in 
itself stands in the way of constitu 
tional progress. The theory that 
all will be well as soon as a national 
parliament has been convened 
obtains no confirmation from the 
experience of other nations. In 
Tarkey chaos such as has reigned 
in Persia since the first grant of a 
constitution has only been avoided 
by the powerful organization and 
enlightened direction of the Com- 
mittee of Union and Progress. A 
body of the same calibre would 
wield great power in China, if it 
could claim to represent the intelli- 
gence and desires of the nation, for 
it would be confronted with an 
administration which is too ignorant 
and too weak inherently to oppose 
resolute action on the part of any 
constitutional organization. But 
such a force cannot be set in motion 
hurriedly, and Young China needs 
to study the subject more closely in 
all its ramifications than is done 
at present. IE it allows itself to be 
hoodwinked into connivance with 
illegality, masquerading under the 
of a pseudo-patriotism, it may 
give up all hopes of a constitution 











worthy of the name.

THE RICE-FED PIG. 


Although for the moment the general 
lection tends to make the question of 
what the British working-man shall eat 
subsidiary to the question whether he 
will soon have anything to eat at all (a 
problem that tariff reformers and 60- 

ta have already solved to their own 
satisfactions), the controversy round 
Chinese pig—rice-fed dainty or unmen- 
tionable scaveoger—eannot long remai 
in abeyance. It may, therefore, be usefal 
to quote the evidence of a correspondent, 
writing from the interior, who bas 
experimented in reariog ® pig on rice 
and hss kept carefal accsunt of the 
cost. “I pnrehased the animal as « 
suckiog-piz,” he writes, “for $1.25 
and for eleven months I fattened him 
‘on rice feed and household scraps. At 
the end of that time he was killed, ani 
weighed 130 catties. I kept a carefal 
check on the amount of rice given him 
[per diem, and this averaged three sé, 
or $0.17 worth of rice each day. 
Taking the eleven months to eqaal 334 
days at $0.17 daily, we arrive at a total 
som for the rice alone, of $56.78 as the 
cost of producing 130 catties of rice-fed 
pork, say $0.43} per catty. This, it 
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shoald be remembered, does not include 
the origiaal cnst of the pig, nor does it 
take any account of middleman's com- 
mission, vet.’s or doctor's examination 
(as to soundness) at a feo of $1.00 0 
head, and freight to England. And 
yet the Palerma's cargo of frozen pork 
sold in London at 5d. per pound, say 
$0.24, and wo are assared that it was 
all rice-fed meat." The failure of our 
correspondent’s attempt to keep down 
cost of production within the margin of 
profit was possibly dae to his being 
noable to command the of 
Viceroys and Governors to 
Bot his reevrd in undoubtedly striking.

Apart from either 
of these causes, there is a very 
sincere anxiety among Japan’s best 
friends as to whether she will be 
able satisfactorily to amalgamate the 
essence of hor old ‘ing with 
the tendencies that arise from the 
process of her westernization. It! 
is, therefore, the more important 
to notice that her rulers are no less 
alive to this cause of anxiety than 
any outsider can be ; and if there 
is danger of this fact being over- 
looked at home or abroad, we have 
‘a striking reminder of it in the| 
nblication of a new magazine, 

‘rat number of which appears thi 
month, called the ‘“ Yamatoda 
or “ Spirit of Japan.” 
published under the supervision of 
the Military Education Bociety and 
the Shiyadan, which is a society, 
founded in 1906 to inculcate 
Bushido ; its contributors include 
such well known names as those of 
Adwiral Count Ito, Admiral Togo, 
General Viscount Terauchi and 
General Nogi; and an English 
translation accompanies each article. 
Tho of the magazine is 
described as being “ to lead human- 
ity to trae happiness.” Bat over 
and above the delicate compliment 
to their British allies conveyed in 
the English translation, the follow- 
ing extract from the editors’ fore- 
word is worth noting: “OF late 
many people in all parts of the 
world, in their desire to become 

aainted with Bushido, have 

ed up books or have come to 
this country to acquire a first-hand 
knowledge of it ; but the difficulty 
of fully comprehending . . . has, we 
observe with great regret, led them 

into the error of regarding it as a 
piece of national arrogance or a 
policy of aggression. ‘The present 
‘Association now propose to issue 
this monthly periodical with a view 
to explaining the true nature of 
ig 

Tt may be answered that there is 
little in Bushido which cannot be 
traced in the writings of sages of 






























many nations, in the “Idylls of a 
King,” in the procopts of Arnold of 
Ragby, in the teaching of Dante 
and of Thomas i Kempis. Whatso- 
ever act of discipline and sclf- 
surrender is connoted by the best 
meaning of patriotism will find a 
place in Bushido. That the “ Spirit 
of Japan ” should in 

militant spirit, will bring it under 
the ban of those modern teachers 
to whom patriotism is batefal as 
tending to stiffen the bounds of 
nationality. But evon if it wore 
not arguable that nationality at its 
finest, so far from being a discord, 
is the essential of universal harmony, 
the military spirit is only to be 
criticized when it be comes militant, 
‘or aggressive, and from this the 
whole, feling of Baabido goes to 
restrain it. us at the outset of 
the “ Yamatodamashii” we find an 
Imperial Rescript on Education 
exhorting the nation to “be filial 














to your parents, affectionate to your 
brothers and sisters ; as husbands 
and wives be harmonions, as friends 
trae; brothers bear yourselves! 
in modesty and moderation ; extend 
your benevolence to all; pursue 
learning and cultivate arts and 
thereby develop intellectual facul- 
ties and perfect moral power.” 
The idea of truth in friendship 
receives an interesting commentary, 
appended to an ode specially written 
for the new magazine by the Em- 
peror of Japan, by Baron Takasaki, 
President of the Board of Poetry 
in the Imperial Household: “ The 
words ‘friends should be true to 
each other’ means that friends 
should be faithful to each other, 
and to be faithful they must ad- 
monish without hesitation, even at 
the risk of incurring the dipleasure 
of the person so admonished.” But 
that the student is expected to 
become something more than the 
mere candid friend, even if he is to 
fulfil only that role properly, is 
shown by the further contribution 
of Admiral Togo: “If we could 
conquer ourselyes, no good act: 
would be difficult to perform, bat 
this conquest of self is no easy task, 
and therefore it is important that 
we should, with extraordinary 
courage and very great resolution, 
carry out the object expressed in 
this ode, and exert ourselves in the 
cause of our lord and country.” 
A less directly pointed and very 
beautiful idea of Bushido is given in 
the report of a conversation between 
the editor of the magazine and 
General Nogi. ‘ Bushido,” says 
the Istter, “is what our parents 
have taught us with great earnest- 
ness day and night from our fifth 
year, although I am ashamed to 
think in my old age how often I 
have been wanting in carrying out 








its principles. I do not think I 
can define Bushido in any other 
way than that it is the putting into 
practice (not the discussion) of 
principles of loyalty, filial piety, 
uprightness and courage.” 

Tho problem to which we re- 
ferred above, of the assimilation of 
old ideas and new, is one from 
which no country is exempt, It is 
reflected in a hundred novels and 
discussed in thousands of pulpits. 
Only in Japan it stands out more 
conspicuously because of the sud- 
den and brilliant change by which 
it has been brought to the front. 
Without the new magazine, we 
may find a witness to the anxiety 
with which the transition is watched 
by Japan’s ralers, in the Imperial 
Rescript against luxury which was 
issued some time ago. But what- 
ever the result of the process of 
formentation that is going on, 
almost unconsciously, in the 
Japanese people, this above all 
must be put to Japan’s credit, that 
her upper classos cling to what was 
admirable in the old régime and 
to inculcate its practice in the 
nation. And turning to that coun- 
try with which the majority of our 
readers are far more personally ac- 
quainted than they are with Japan, 
Wo cannot repross a feeling of sor- 
row that there should be no such 
association among China’s rulers as 
that which exists among the founders 
of the “ Yamatodomashi.” Itis true 
that in China there is nothing exactl; 
corresponding to Bushido, on whic! 
such an association might work. 
But it would be absurd to supy 
that the Chinese are devoid of 
transcendental aspirations, apart al- 
together from the somewhat eclectic 
teachings of Confucianism, to which 
appeal might be made at the 
present critical period for the in- 
stitution of a pure public opinion. 
To a reader of Dr. Macgowan’s 
“Chinese Folk-lore” nothing, per- 
haps, is more remarkable than the 
constant reiteration of the idea of 
self-sacrifice, of mutual help, of a 
period of discipline leading to a 
state of beatitude in the Western 
Heaven, and of the constant return 
of tho inmates of that blessed region 
to assist others along the upward 
path. Such ideas are, no doubt, 
but vague and floating, bearing little 
practical application to every-day 
life. But it is something that they 
should exist, however dimly appre- 
hended and the point to remember is 
that in these tales of fairies and saints 
we are dealing with the conversation 
and tradition of the masses of the 
people. From the ideas thus set 
in motion ages ago it should not be 
impossible to construct a Spirit of 
China comparable to tho Spirit of 
Japan.

For most countries the past year 
has witnessed a deficit in the na- 
tional budget. Where equilibrium 
has been maintained it has been 
achieved only by the most careful 
adjustment of revenue and expendi- 
ture, together with, in many in- 
stances, resort to the high water- 
mark of taxation. In the case of 
Japan “war taxation” had to be 
continued, but by the strict cur- 
tailment of avoidable expenditure 
ard the adoption of what is known 
asthe “eleven years programme” 
in tho place of a financial scheme 
extending over six years only, a 
fairly satisfactory year financially 
has been experienced. Commer- 
cially, however, the period in ques- 
tion has been characterized by the 
depression which has been almost’ 
universal until the closing months 
of the year. The rice crop, it is 
true, was exceptionally good, bat 
the price of rice fell, with the re- 
sult that while the consuming 
public reaped the benefit, the far- 
mors did not obtain the profits that 
they had anticipated. Meanwhile. 
merchants, confident of @ good 
harvest, bad laid ir. additional 
stocks ; but over-estimating the 
effect of the crops, they found 
themselves with a large quantity of 
goods left on their hands. Money 
was comparatively plentifal in the 
country, bat was not in circulation. 
‘A wave of fragality had passed 
over Japan, assisted, without doubt, 
by the Imperial Reseript of Octo- 
ber 14, 1908, in which the Em- 
peror in a notable appeal to bis 
people expressed the desiro that all 
classes should “act in unison, be 
faithfal to their callings, frugal in 
tho management of their house 
holds, submissive to the dictates 
conscience and calls of duty, frank 
and sincere in their manners ; 
should abide by simplicity, avoid 
ostentat’on, inure themselves to 
arduous toils without yielding in 
any degree to indulgence.” This 
spirit of frugality was the more 
noticeable in its effects, as it fol- 
lowed upon the sudden rise in the 
consumptive power of the nation 
consequent upon the lavish outlay 
of money during and immediately 
after the war. At the same time 
Japan was handicapped in the early 
part of the year by the influences 
that were at work throughout the 
world. The crisis in America 
checked exports to that country and 
to Europe, while the decline in 
islver and copper reacted prejudi- 


advance of the figures for the last) 
normal years, 1904 and 1903, while 
falling very little behind the figures 
for the previous year. For the 
first time since 1895, if we except 
the abnormal year 1906, the value 
of exports, amounting to Y. 
412,145,000, exceeded that of 
impgrts (Y. 392,646,000), and 
Japanese financiers and politicians 
have not been slow to regard the 
present position as favourable. A 
warning, however, is uttered in 
more far-seeing circles against 
over-confidence. Causes already 
enumerated led to a general decline 












in the prices of commodities, and 
this in turn tended to bring about 
incroase in exports, while re- 
stricting imports. As a natural 
consequence bankers were able to 
lower the rate of interest on 
deposits last month and a stimulus 
has thus been given to business 
enterprises. The productive power 
of Japan is proved to be on the 
increase, and there would, there- 
fore, seem to be no reason to 
ontertain any doubts regarding the 
fature. But over this fair picture 
hangs the incidence of taxation, 
which justifies the misgivings that 
a sudden inflation of confidence 
unwisely acted upon might bring 
about @ reaction which a country 
trying to raise itself from @ period 
oF commercial despondency should 
at all costs avoid. On the other 
hand a complete lack of confidence 
in the future would be still more 
prejudicial to Japan, and for the 
benefit of those who sec little he- 
marked in 
previous 
years, it is pointed out that a steady 
development of a healthy order 
bas throughout been maintained. 
Public attention, it is urged, is 
directed too often to » comparison 
between the present state of affairs 
and abnormal conditions of the war 
period, rather than a more normal 
year such as 1903. Between this 
date and 1907, as the Chairman 
of the Yokohama Specie Bank re- 
minds us, the revenue of the Trea- 
sury rose from Y260,000,000 to 
857,000,000, while expenditure 
increased from Y249,000,000 to 
Y¥620,000,000. A fictitious sense 
of economic activity was created by 














the circulation of such large sums 
of money, and an equally wrong 
impression is caused when two years 
later evenve and. xpendiince 
balance at ¥518,000,000, a figure 
which, while less than the receipts 
of 1907, is still double those of 1903. 
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Such a development in the course 
of six years is not unjustly rogarded 
as satisfactory, while being more 
healthy than the abnormal inflation 
of the two previous years. 

This result, however, though 
satisfactory, has not been’ achieved 
without a serious increase in taxa- 
tion, which has as yet not been 
lightened to any considerable de 
by increased productivencss. The 
chief problem with which the coun- 
try will be confronted, therefore, 
daring the current year is the alle- 
viation of the popular burden. It 
is proposed to effect this by the 
readjustment of taxation and the 
promotion of industrial enterprise, 
and already the Government has an- 
nounced its intention to remit taxa- 
tion to the extent of Y10,000,000 
annually for the next three years. 
‘The methods to be adopted to attain 
this end will form the subject of 
deliberation among the people’s 
representatives, who would appear 
to favour inter alia the immediate 
reduction of the land tax, in opposi- 
tion to the Government’s wish that 
this tax should not be touched until 
next year. No less important than 
the readjustment of taxation is the 
question of tariff revision, which 
has also to be dealt with durin; 
this year. Japan’s commercial 
treaties expire in 1911 and she 
will then regain her fiscal 
autonomy. As far as can bo 
learned from present indications, 
the Government's desire in re- 
adjusting customs duties is to 
find the happy mean that will 
serve to encourage domestic indus- 
tries without penalizing first the 
nation’s industries and commerce. 
Tt will be urged in some influential 
quarters to adopt a high protective 
tariff ; but there is nothing to show 
that the views of this party 
aro shared by the Cabinet. 
Semi official publications on the 
other hand point to the need 
for lighter duties on raw materials 
and the necessaries of life, while 
the duties on manufactured articles 
should be beavy enough to prevent 
foreign goods from underselling local 
products without driving imports 

Itogether from the market. Re- 
vision on these lines may be antici- 
pated, and the tariff will show that 
in spite of sixty-five per cont of her 
whole population belonging to the 
agricaltaral class Japan has realized 
that for an increase of wealth she 
mast look mainly to the develop- 
ment of her industries. For British 
financiers the tariff revision will 
have a special interest, as it is likely 
to lead to still more urgent requests 
for financial co-operation with 
Japanese manufacturers on the lines 
already adopted by two prominent 
British engineering firms,

CHEFOO.

‘Ara time when the relationships 
of Chinese and foreigners resident 
in China are passing through a phase 
of peculiar delicacy, every effort to 
arrive at a modus vivendi on co-ope- 
rative lines deserves to be closely 
watched. For this reason we would 
call special attention to the loiter 
from out Chefoo correspondent 
which wo publish to-day. As he 
there tells us, the recommendations 
framed at the special meeting of the 
Bist ultimo were duly adopted, with 
a few amendments, at the annual 
general meeting of January 19; 
and thus the General Purposes 
Committee passes away, giving 
place to an International Committeo 
of six foreigners and six Chinese, 
who will henceforward take control 
of the Chefov district and surround- 
ings, designated by the Chinese 
authorities as Section Six. The exact 
steps that led up to this important. 
chango are not stated ; but the past 
history of the port serves to throw 
somo light on the considerations by 
which the foreign residents of Che- 
foo may have been prompted. As 
‘all who have visited Chefoo can 
attest, the upkeop of the well laid- 
ont and lighted foreign quarter 
must havo entailed a heavy burden 
‘on the General Services Committee, 
to say nothing of the voluntary con- 
tributions from foreign residents to 
which alone the Committee could 
look for rovenue. In the absence 
of a definite settlement or conces- 
sion, the time for obtaining which 
has certainly gone by, if it ever 
existed, it would be impossible to 
call upon Chinese residents for con- 
tributions withont allowing them » 
voice in the expenditare ; and the 
fact that the relationships of Chinese 
and foreigners at Chefoo are hay - 
pily smooth would suggest interna- 
tional management asa reasonable 
solution of the difficalty. 

From the regulations adopted at 
the annual general meeting it is 
clear that the change bas been made 
in no grudging spirit, and that the 
Chinese represontstives, elected by 
the guilds and merchants, will join 
their foreign colleagues on the most 
absolute equality. In the main the 
functions of the Committee will not 
differ materially from those of its 
predecessors. Sanitation, lighting, 
road and bridge making and repair- 
ing, the kind of work that falls in 
larger centres to a highways and 
byways committee, cover the bulk 
of its daties. For this parpose the 
Committee will reserve to itself full 
powers in matters of assessment and. 





taxation, due provision being made 
for contributions from the Chinese ; 
whilo in cases of special emergency 
it will be permissible to ask for a. 
subsidy from the Chinese Govern- 
ment. It is regrettable that the 
Committee should not have under- 
taken police duties in Chefoo ; the 
growth of trade and increased com- 
munication with Tairen and Vi: 
vostok have been followed, 
variably, by an access to the num- 
ber of bad characters in the port, 
which bas made the question of 
policing one of some urgency. In 
course of time it may be that these 
functions will be added to the Com- 
mittee ; for the moment the mem- 
bers will content themselves with 
seeing that the proper authorities 
are kept on the alert. In respect 
of the governanco of hotels and 
other public institutions the Com- 
mittee will from time to time frame 
recommendations to be sent to the 
Taotai and Senior Consul. Clause 
4 contains some striking features, 
notably that the clerk appointed 
under the Committee to perform 
such work as it may desire shall be 
foreign or Chinese ; and that all 
revenue accruing to the Committe 
shall be deposited in a foreign or 
Chinese bank. The supervision and 
collection of the Chinese taxes shall 
be carried out by an official recom- 
mended by the Committee, but de- 
logated and paid by the Taotai 
‘An attempt was made to propor- 
tionate representation. foreign or 
Chinese, on the Committee to the 
amount of contributions paid by 
either side; but this recommenda- 
tion, with its invidious tendency to 
accentuate divisions, was wisely 
disallowed. In one respect only 
are the Committee's functions 
divided, namely as regards the con- 
trol of foreign-owned and Chinese- 
owned property, recreation grounds, 
cemeteries and the like. For the 
rest the Committee, in virtue of its 
duties as road-menders, reserves 
the right to levy a tax on ricsh.s 
and wheelbarrows. May we suggost 
that if, as in the Chicago pork- 
packer’s fond dream, the squeal of 
the said wheelbirrow conld be 
utilized for purposes of taxation, 
Chefoo’s revenue would gain hand- 
somely ? 

‘The apparent ease with which 
the old General Purposes Committee 
has been dixplaced would seem to 
offer good auguries for the future 
of international co-operation in 
Chefoo. On two matters of vital 
interest to the welfare of the port, 
tho change may bo welcomed. In 
his report for the year 1908 the 
Commissioner of Customs lament: 
that barbour improvement, the long 
talked-of breakwater, and railway 
communication with the interior, 
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the no less eagerly discussed line 
to Weihsien, should be as far from 
realization as ever. No less than 
forty-nine days were lost in 1908 
for tho working of cargo through 
bad weather ; and in the present 
unprotected condition of what is 
rather to be described as a roadstead 
than a harbour, it is clear that the 
present satisfactory position of trade 
in Chefoo cannot be guaranteed, 
especially in view of the new com- 
petition exercised by Manchuria 
and the Yangtze in the manufactare 
of bean oil and beancake which was 
once almost the exclusive right of 
Chefoo. As for the Weihsien rail- 
way, the interests of the Tsingtao- 
Tsinanfu line would appear hitherto 
to have been powerful enough to 
defeat the ambitions of Chefoo, In 
both these questions the hands of 
the Chefoo residents will obviously 
be strengthened by the new unity 
that has been established. Whether 
the International Committee will 
uso its powers to apply to the 
Chinese Government for a subsidy 
for harbour improvement, we have 
no means of knowing yet ; but the 
case is clearly ono in which superior 
assistance might reasonably be 
sought and given. For the outside 
world the interest of the Interna- 
tional Committee lies in the admit~ 
tance of Chineso to share on perfect 
equality in the management of 
what is, practically, a foreign 
settlement. What can be done in 
a small port is not necessarily 
applicable to a large one, Bat 
amid the many difficulties with 
which foreign interests in China 
are faced to-day, much may 
depend on the success of Chefoo’s 
furure administration ; and the ex- 
periment inangarated this month 
will be watched with close atten- 
tion. 








A BRITISH ~ 
LITERARY ACADEMY 


January 19. 

Tr has been a source of wondor 
to miny peoplo in divers ages that 
whereas we have academies of 
science, engineering, art, music, 
botany, dancing and doportment, 
there has never heen a British 
Literary Academy. The name of 
academy is not, it is trae, employed 
for all the pursuits that we have 
mentioned. For some there are 
institutes, for others associations. 
But for each there exists some pre- 
siding body of a more or less 
official standing which sits 
dgement and dispenses diplomas : 
and considering the great stores 
of English literatare, and especially 
tho wealth and vitality of the 
English lenguagze,end its continual 
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readiness to enrich itself with adop- 
tions from other tongues, it is 
certainly curious that there should’ 
be no official organization to 
classify styles and arbitrate upon 
the currency of new words. The| 
question has lately been brought 
again into prominence by Professor 
S. H. Butcher, mr. in his 
inaugural address tg the British 
‘Acalemy. ‘Whether Professor 
Batcher was prompted in his re- 
marks by the resentment felt among 
men of letters when the British 
‘Academy, which excludes them 
from its midst, assumed charge of 
the Milton tercentennial celebra- 
tions, does not appear. His 
defence of the Academy in its 
attitade towards literature is, 
briefly, this: that as, by its charter, 
the objects of the Academy were 
“the promotion of study of the 
moral and pelitical sciences, in- 
cluding history, philosophy, law, 
politics and economics, archeology 
and philology,” it was implicitly 
debarred from giving any recogni- 
tion to belles Lttres, romances, 
works of the imagination as distinct 
from the lucubrations of pure 
Jearning. At the samo time Pro-| 
fessor ‘Butcher thought that the 
‘Academy might make a more 
generous uso of its power to create 
honorary fellowships, for the benofit 
of poetry or fiction, “and so en- 
noble learning by assogation with 
enius.”” 

With this for encouragement it 
was scarcely not to be expected that, 
‘a few days would bring forth a 
letter to “The Times,” the writer 
of which would proclaim that “ the 
time appears to have ripened when 
literary men might well consider 
anew whether it would be practica- 
ble or desirable to organize a 
literary academy on some such 
basis as has proved effective and 
stable in foreign countries.” The 
failure of such attempts in the past, 
he continues, has been due to their 
being run too much on the lines of 
aclub. A fow literary men would 
meet together and proceed to co- 
opt some of their friends. Even 
if the public, “ Punch” and “the 
gentlemen who have failed in litera 
tare and art” could be persuaded 
to take an institution of this nature 
seriously, it is fairly observed 
by another writer that a club is 
often managed by its bores because 
its other members have something 
clse to do ; and that would proba- 
bly be the fate of a British Literary 
Academy, when “ bores would elect 
bores and would crown the books 
of bores.” It isa debatable point 
whether this calamity might be 
averted by entrusting the creation 
of the academy to some perfectly in- 
dependent Government department. 
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‘The Royal Society would appear to 
have begun somewhat in the man- 
ner of a club ; and it had certainly 
been going for several years before 
Charles II, whether by pure good 
Inck or remarkable perspicacity 
no one, we believe, has decided, 
offered himself as member and 
patron of the association whose 
diploma is one of the few to-day 
supremely worth having. But the 
cases of the Royal Society and of a 
Royal Academy of Literature cannot 
be considered analogously. The men 
who gain admittance to the first 
havo usually done something the 
value of which can be tested im- 
mediately by practical experiment. 
But the work of a littérateur can 
only be tested by lapso of time, 
which works the most surprising 
reversals of contemporaneous judge- 
ment. What, for instance, would 
be said of a Charles Lamb, who 
(according to Mr. E. V. Lucas) 
failed as a dramatist and did not 
see his essays in a second edition ? 
‘And what, contrariwise, of Miss 
Marie Corelli? Even the French 
Academy has felt this kind of 
difficulty, and the British public is 
much less inclined than the French 
to accept, from any official body, 
its opinions about writers who take 
its fancy. 

Bat apart from all questions of 
diplomas to be given, the strong 
argument for an academy of 
literature is that it may serve as a 
final court of appeal in the matter 
of disputed spellings. In the long 
run, no doubt, the principle of vor 
populi vow dei would carry the day. 
No amount of academies could res- 
tore the old-fashioned “ gotten ” to 
English, as distinct from American 
use.But assuredly i2 many questions 
(examples will readily occur to our 
readers) the jadgement of an acad- 
emy would save much valuable time 
and fruitless discussion. Whether it! 
would also be able to exert control 
over certain matters of taste in writ- 
ing about which circulating libraries, 
authors and publishers now furious- 
y rage together, isa doubtful point. 

fat the thought suggests another 
use for a literary academy, as a 
stimulus to the energies of young 
revolutionaries. For if it be taken 
asan axiom that there can be no 
progress without revolution, it is 
indisputable that there can be 
no revolution without something 
academic against which to rebel. 
On the other hand it will be remem-| 
bered that the great glory of English 
literature is its freedom within 
bounds imposed by taste, not by the 
dryasdust classification of intellec- 
toals ; and the great splendour of 
tho English language that faculty, 
already alluded to, for grafting 
upon itself offshoots from every 
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dialect and slang, even from fasbions 
and names, as witness “ boycott,” 
“hansom”“ tram-car” and a 
hundred more. If there has never 
heen an academy of literatare in 
England, the principal reason is 
surely that neither style nor 
langaage ever stands still to be 
classified ; they are like the farmer’s 
pig which jumped about so fast 
that he could not count it ; and in 
proportion as that versatility is 
restricted, there must come a cor- 
responding decline in warmth and 
freshness. Once a certain standard 
of writing is fixed, as indeed it is 
practically fixed in France, the 
growth, if not the art of writ- 
ing is dead, and we can look 
for little but brilliant repetitions of 
a familiar form. It is almost im- 
possible to conceive of an academy 
that would admit on equal terms 
sach diversities as those of Carlyle, 
Raskin, Pater, Froude and Mere- 
dith. One or other mnst be ex- 
cluded by the process of classifica~ 
tion, with the consequent danger of 
reducing the total output of im- 
mortals for every one to whom is 
given academic rank. 





THE PRESS AND 
THE STATE. 


January 20. 

Amona the more important of 
the subjects discussed at the Im- 

rial Press Conference held in 

ndon in June last year was that 
of increasing the interest felt by 
the various parts of the Empire in 
each other by a fuller inter-Imperial 
telegraphic service. The Earl of 
Crewe, at one of the sessions of the 
Conference, declared that what the 
Empire especially needed was an 
increase of intimacy, and essential 
to that desideratum, he indicated, 
was easy and cheap inter-communi- 
cation. As a result of the Con- 
ference and of previous efforts to 
secure lower charges for under-sea 
telegrams, the rates between Great 
Britain and Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa, respectively, were 
lowered and it was announced that 
the more important of the colonial 
Governments were to reduce ma- 
terially their terminal charges. 
These were long strides in the right 
direction ; but the Conference went 
farther and ‘a resolution 
favouring “state-owned electric 
communication.” With the desire 
to cheapen telegraphic charges, 
which have largely contributed to 
the imperfect knowledge among 
Britons of the various units of 
King Edward's far-flung dominions, 
sympathy may be felt, but in 
placing electric communication in 
the honds of the State the 
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Conference entered upon a matter 
that may well lead to a condition 
of things wholly prejudicial to 
the interests of the P’ress, 

Interference by the State in 
connexion with the service of inter- 
Imperial telegrams was initiated 
by Canada. In that Dominion, as 
in the Commonwealth of Australia, 
there is what is known asa Cable 
Association—a body which posses- 
ses a virtual monopoly of the 
telegraphic service from abroad. 
Instigated by the provincial Press, 
which asserted that it was paying 
an undaly high price for the 
service, the Canadian ‘Government 
subsidized a second association. 
Australia, chiefly 
tive of members of the Labour: 
Party, 2 Parliamentary Select 
Committee was appointed to inquire 
into and report upon the “ Press 
Cable Service.” * The Committee: 
was mainly composed of Labour 
members and was presided over by 
an adherent of the Labour Party. 
Little surprise, therefore, need be 
felt that it is found that the Com-| 
mittee, in its wisdom, holds that 
much of the telegraphic service is 
uninteresting to Australian readers 
and that perfection, or an ap- 
proximation thereto, can only be 
secured by “ the establishment of a 
Commonwealth news agency in 
London in the office of the High 
Commissioner for Australia, and the 
dissemination of the news collected, 
among papers requiring it, in the 
Commonwealth.” 

There are many and grave objec- 
tions to the institution of a system 
that, however indirectly, impairs 
the independence of the Press. At 
first tight it might seem as though 
no harm could result from State 
control of an e.terior news bureau ; 
but those experienced in the ways 
of the politician and the journalist 
know that an ingenious use of 
words muy convey a meaning 
accurate enough, but tinged with 
the personal or professed beliefs of | 
the communicator. This is not to 
say that, were the Commonwealth 
Government to control the exterior 
telegraphic service, it would de- 
liberately falsify news. Still, un- 
consciously let us say, the tendency 
would be to suppress what mighi, 
from a newspaper point of view, 
be excellent ‘‘ news,” because it 
told against the Government con- 
trolling the service. Suppressio veri, 
suggestio falsi, and it will be an act 
of grace on the part of the Com- 
monwealth Parliament if it refuses 
to lead the Government into tempta- 
tion. The Committee’s proposal is 
only another indication of the craze 
of Australasian communities for 
State interference with every phase 
of life. With the hopefulness and ex- 




















uberance of youth they pursue each 
fresh political will-o-the-wisp, full 
of confidence that it will lead them 
by a short cut to Utopia. Arbitra- 
tion Acts, Wages Boards, State 
Railways, Payment of Members of 
Parliament, Progressive Land Taxes 
and numerous other well-intention- 
ed measures have been adopted. 
The Arbitration Act of New South 
Wales was to render strikes im- 
Fossible ; New Sout les is now 
the throes of the bitterest indus- 
trial straggle in its history. Pay- 
ment of Members was to enable the 
brilliant, but impecunious man of 
affairs to devote his talents to the 
weal of his country ; but the result 
as far as the dignity of State 
Parliaments is concerned, of 
making politics a trade, bas not 
been altogether felicitous. The 
State-ownership of railways has led 
to the construction of political lines 
which do not pay and do nothing 
towards the opening up of the 
interior. State interference has 
come badly out of the ordeal of 
practical trial and the soberest 
minds would prefer to seo a con- 
traction of State activities rather 
than an extension. For two main 
reasons—that it is undesirable to 
equip Governments with political 
weapons which may be misused 
and that State control is still on 
defensive trial—it is to be hoped 
that Australia will think more 
deeply than her wont before she 
comes to a decision on the Labour 
Committce’s recommendations.

DEMETRIOS THE AILVER-SMITH. 
Text. Acts. xix. 23-28. “Sirs, ye 
know that by this business wo have 

oar wealth.” 

Why and how was it that the Roman 
authorities and people were led to offer 
such bitter opposition to the Gospel 
‘and porsecute it as they did? The 
answer to this question is so fall of 
interest and practical consequences to 
us to-day that it is worth our while

The following paper was read by Dr, 
Gilbert Reid at the January meeting of

Another point of similarity is the in.

pendent on the ethical principles received 
from China, and now Chins is absorbing 
the materialistic character of new Japan. 
Shibasawa, speaking of commercial 
progress in Japan, makes this candid 
acknowledgement: “There are foar 
pecaliarities in the Japaneso character 
which make it hard for the people to 
achieve business success. These are, 
first, impulsiveness, secondly, lack of 
patience, thirdly, disinclination for 
‘union, and fonrthly, they do not honour

we have considered four 
points of similarity in the reform pro- 
blem of the two countries, ‘There may 
now be noted a larger number of differ- 
ences, wherein China's difficulties may 
be better appreciated. 

‘The first point of difference is in the 
attitade and feeling towards the Em- 
peror, Japan's reform is called » 
Restoration. It was the withdrawal of 
power from the Shogun, and the in- 
vesting of fall authority in the Mikad 
‘With only one dynasty through Japan's 
long history, the ancient Imperial Ances- 
tor is as a god to the people, while the 
present Emperor, thas honoarably con- 
nected, wrapped in due reserve, and 

personalized in a lofty character, holds 
Tee vesseatioa of ta Empire. For 
reform to set its rocts in euch an 
exalted and stimalating sentiment, 
prosaged its strong, magnificent growth, 
with wide-spreading branches, beau! 
fally coloared, beneath which a whole 
nation conld rest in quietness and 
contentment.

vails, The explanation of this feeling 
is that the public confases normal and 
abnormal conditions.

If we look at the Budgets for the past 
few years, we find that ia 1903 the 
Tevenue of the Treasary totalled only 
260 million yoo, and the expenditare 
249 million yen, whereas in 1907 the 
corresponding figures were 857 millions 
and 620 millions. In the two years of 
the Rasso-Japanese war and in the two 
years immediately subsequent to it, 
exceptionally largo sams of money found 
their way into the hands of the people 
and produced a fictitious sevse of 
economic activity.

A fishiog-schooner ean find her dories 
in a fog, a battleship can communicate 
with her deployed submarine boats, or 
two snbmarino boats can sigoal each 
other.

These 
signals have consisted of bells, whistles, 
and the like, and their extreme 
unreliability known to mariners.

As the land at Shasi and the out- 
ing country districts is very low, it 
is snbject to floods every year, and this 
year they have been exceptionally 
heavy. The bioterland of Shasi has been 
flooded three to four times during the 
course of the summer, and at such times 
when there was prospect of reapiog 
some urain. It takes such a long time 
for water to drain off that the whole 
face of those districts hax been changed 
into an iromense Inke with here and 
there a honse to break the mono- 
tony of this expanse of water. The 
country people are not wall off in 
the best of times and these floods 
more than impoverished them. Their 
crops gone, their land ander water, tho 
only thing to do was to carry house, 
wo'k, bricks, tiles and all, together 
with their household goods to Shasi or 
to any other place near, where they 
could sell them to raise money to keep 
the wolf from the dc Of those who: 


















I) were more fortunate in having boats 


some took to fishing, others to actiog 
as ferrymen to and from Kingchow, 
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T'esosi and some of the other small 
towns lying near Shasi along the can 
At the beginning there was no little: 
trouble between them and the re- 
galar boatmen, as their fares were 
cheaper. Those who conld not do this to 
earn money, not haviog the boats, could 
not do anything else than come in to 
Shasi to beg. They came in hundreds 
mostly old men, and women with their 
obildren and babies. It was estimated | to 
that there were abont 5,000 of these 
refogees bere.

The 
defendants are an Ice Company carry- 
ing on business in Shanghai. In Febru- 
ary of last year the plaintiffs having 
decided to import butter, Eclipse Brand, 
from Froggitt and Jones, Australia, en- 
tered into partnership with that object 
with one Frederick Jones, since dead. 

It would seem that Jones, who was at 
one time an Australian Commissioner, 
was interested in this brand of butter 
and during the year 1908 had kept some 
in cold storage with the defendant com- 
P 





any. 
Jones on behalf of the plaintiffs had 
several interviews with the Ice Company 
and on Febrasry 27, the contract be- 
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tween them was reduced into writing by 
the plaintiffs. It ran as follows :— 

‘We confirm our verbal arrangement 
respecting cold storage with the Ori- 
ental Ice Co, Ld. viz, batter in 
boxes Mex. cents filty per box per 
month, or portion thereof, All other 
cargo at the rate of one Mex. cont per 
Ib, gross per month, or portion thereof. 
‘Time for the above rates to be reckoned 
from date of receipt in your cold stor- 
age. Deliveries to be made by you 
against our delivery orders in not less 
than one case lots, your Company to 
provide ‘saficient, storage up to 150 
boxes or cases and to be responsible for 
any damage consequent upon break- 
down of machinery or other causes.

Messrs, Anderson, Meyer, the defend- 
ant Company's agents, accepted all the 
conditions except the one holding them

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Jane or July, been considerably, 
over forty degrees, There is, moreover, 
atrong evidence to support this theory. 

Weeks visited the store on July 24 
and found the temperatare as recorded 
by the thermometer fifty-two degrees and 
alter staying there some time fonnd on 
leaving that it bad risen to fifty-four. 
This is corroborsted by Grant Wallace 
who accompanied him on that visit, 

The engineer of the defend 
pany exprested in the tox bis disbali 
that the temperature coald ever hi 
been so bigh, bat though he was told at 
the time it was fifty-two degrees he 
admits that he did not even take the 
tronble to look at the thermometer to 
confirm his disbelief.

-|disagreed, bat because on the rules 
governing this Court the decision of 
the senior Judge carried the raling of 
the Coat, that was thatthe sppiaton 
ismissed, lost, and therefore that 
edison shovld carry with it the costs 
of the successful party unless for some 
good cause, What cause could be 
assigned in this case? It was impos- 
sible to say thst the respondent had 
acted in any way that could be called 
a good cause for keeping them from 
their costs.

ed any misbehaviour or malfessance of 
any kind which entitled him to ask 
this Court for the alteration of the 
general rule that costa followed 
the event. Mr. Oppe could not show 
any good cause at all, It seemed 
to counsel, therefore, according to the 
constitution of the fall Court here 
being what it was and the decision 
being what it was, coste must in the 
ordinary way follow the event. 

. Oppe said that the application 
was on the ground that there was 
good cause. 

‘Mr, Macleod said that if Mr. Oppo 
could mention a cause he would like 
‘an opportanity to answer hin. 

‘Mr. Oppe said that there had beon a 
‘good deal of law on what was a good 
caure and what was not and it had been 
‘established that the Court could take 
the surrounding circumstances into 
consideration in considering the action 
of the defendant. 

The Judge—On appeal.

Mr. Oppe then cited the case of 
Harnett ». Wise (5 Ex. D. p. 311) on 
the point of the duty of the Judge being 
to consider the whole sarrounding 
circumstances of the case, Mr. Oppe 
aaid that as regarded tise question of the 
Todge, the Judge in this case gave 
judgement with coate at the time of the 
trial, ‘The point was not then raised, 
bat the whole order of the Judge was 
appealed from.

Tho Judge said that the case Mr.

‘The Judge to Mr. Macleod—We 
should like to hear you further on the’ 
two grounds which Mr. Oppe relies on, 
that is the Court being divided and the 
appeal being under all the circamstances 
a reasonable and proper appeal especi- 
ally in view of the fact that in a case 
of this kind s revision by this Court is. 
necessary before a further appeal to the 
Privy Council. 

Mr. Macleod maintained that the 
circamstancea which surrounded the 
case had really no bearing on this ques- 
tion of the costs of appeal. 

The Judge said that the Court did 
not wish to hear counsel on that point, 

Mr. Macleod said that the question 
was whether there was a good cause 
for depriving the successful party 
of costs to which be was ordinarily 
entitled. In considering good causes 
they had to consider whether the re- 
spondent bad any option. The ap- 
peal was made against the direction 
of the Judge. The defendant who bad 
succeeded in the Court below came into 
this Court on that motion. It had not 
been suggested that anything had been 


























done wrong or that anything bad beeo 
omitted which should have been done by 
the respondents in the appeal. Counsel 
thonght that the point that the appeal 
was a reasonable one was not sufficient 
to deprive the respondent of bis coste; 
also that the appellant had to apply to 
this Court before going to the Privy 
Council did not seem a ground for 
depriving the successfal party in this 
Court of his costs. It would be a 
great hardship to deprive the successfal 
party of his costs on the ground that 
the appellant bad to come into this 
Court. As to the division of opinion of 
the Court counsel had already said all 
that could be said on that point. Mr. 
Oppe before suggested that in a Coart of 
appeal where the Judges were divided 
thereshold be nocnsts, but ascounsel had 
said it was the constitution of this Conrt, 
itwasa condition they had to work und 
and in this case the 
lost because of the division of opinion, 
but he had lost becanse the decision of 
the Conrt, as constituted, was agaiost 
the appellant. Counsel sabinitted that 
here there was nothing for the Court 
to exercise discretion on. The decision 
of the Conrt was against the appellant 
and therefore the respondent should 
have costs unless good cause was shown. 
Oppe bad shown circamstances 
ought not to be taken into co 
jon of costs on appeal, bat on the 
question of costs in the Court below. It 
seemed to counsel that it followed al- 
most necessarily from the ordinary 
practice that the respondent having been 
‘successfal, as the appellant's order had 
been dismissed by the Court, the re- 
spondent was entitled to costs unless 
‘good cause could be shown. Such good 
canse had pot been shown. 

Sir Havilland de Sausmarez said ;— 
I think the proper order in this case 
for as to make is that each party should 
pay their own costs of the appeal, and 
my reason is this, our practice is based 
‘on the practice of the Court of appeal 
in England and 
Hamilton and Se 
the Court of Appeal in 1904, and 
which was a Common Law case, 
Lord Justice Vaughan Williams said : 
—"It seems that the Court of Appeal 
in dealing with these Common Law 
cases has generally dealt with them 
‘upon the basis that there is no absolute 
rule applicable to all cases, but that the 
Court has a discretion either to give or 
to refrain from giving, or to reserve 
costs.” It ix trae that he goes on 
to say :— We have to exercise that 
discretion to-day, and, speaking for my- 
elf, although T cannot say now that 
there is any general rale which is to be 
applied, I shoald thiok that where 
there is an application for a new 
trial and the application is opposed 
and the new trial is granted, the costs 
oof that successful spplication ought, in 
the absence of special circumstances, 
to be borne by those who opposed dt,” 
od the Lords Justices concurred. We 
have in this case to consider therefore 
if there are any special circamstances, 
any jost cause. 1 think that there are 
special circumstances. There is the fact 
that the Conrt is divided. I don’t 
mean to say for one moment that the 
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fact that the Assistant Judge disagreed 
with the Judge is conclasive on a ques- 
tion of this kind, but in this particular 
case, which certainly was one of con- 
rable nicety and where I think I 
‘may say that each member of the Court 
rather felt that he was right rather than 
that bis brother was wrong, I think 
that we can very fairly say that there 
fare special circumstances in this case 
1d make no order as to costs. 
Apparently that ix the way the Court 
of Appeal would pat it and I think 
that is the best form of our order. 

The Assistant Judge—I agree with 
the decision of the learned President. 
Owing to there being only two Jude 
in this Coart, one of whom bas alma: 
tried the case which comes op for 
appeal, this Court cannot be considered 
‘8 satisfactory final Conrt of Appeal. 
It was in fact constituted, as I 
understand it, as a sort of stepping 
stone to reach the Privy Connei 
#o that the case crald be fully 
considered before it went op to the 
Privy ‘onncil. Under these circam- 
stances it seems to me that coste should 
not be given unless one of the sides 
wing what I woald call a decisive victory.

MEASUREMENT OF CAROO, 

Emil Adler, of Messra. Giesel & Co, 
La., was charged with insalting a Chi 
nese measarer of cargo in the employ of 
Mr. N. 8. 0. Watson, official ewora 
freight measarer, by offering him a bribe 
of $5 on November 10. 

Mr. F. Voigte prosecated at the 
instance of the Conference of Shipping 
Companies. Mr. R. Mabnfieldt 
defended. 

The defendant was first called upon 
to make a statement, He said that this 
cease arose ont of the shipment of eighty- 
two casks of egg yolk, According to 
the contract Messra. Giesel & Go. bad 
to ship this cargo six weeks after re- 
ceiving the order from home. The 
dor was received on September 8 and 
the shipment was not ready until No- 
vember 9, so that it was then three 
weeks late, The goods had to be loaded 
in the bottom of the hold. Inthe ciream- 
stances he had to hasten the shipment as 
much as possible and he bad to do 
everything to get it away by the 
L. 8. Prinzess Alice. On th 
noon of November 9 the cargo was 














telephoned to Mr. Watson, the sworn 
measurer, and asked him to have it 
measured the next morning. On No- 
vember 10 the Chinese measurer went 
to him and asked where the cargo was, 
‘and on being told that it was at the 
wharf he looked annoyed. Witness was, 


afraid that the measurer instead of 
going to measure bis cargo at once 
would first measure some other cargo 
which was in godowns nearer, and in 
order to ensure that the cargo should 
‘be measured immediately he offered 
hom $5 to do it “chop chop.” The 
$5 was refused. In the afternoon be 
got the measurement certificate and 
the cargo was loaded at once into 
lighters and was dispatched next morn- 
ing to Woosang where the Prinzess 
Alice was lying.
